To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Common - 

wealth  of  Pennsylvania : 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  April  4, 
3859,  entitled  “An  Act  requiring  railroad  companies  to  make  uniform  reports 
to  the  Auditor  General,”  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  copies  of  the  reports  made  to  this  Department  by  such  railroad 
companies  as  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  said  act, 
I  have  again  to  state  to  the  Legislature  that  a  number  of  companies,  to  which, 
blank  forms  and  circulars  were  addressed  on  the  28th  day  of  September,  A.  D, 
3861,  have  failed  to  report,  and  obey  the  requisitions  of  the  law.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  table  exhibits  the  names  of  the  companies  to  which  blank  forms  of 
reports  were  forwarded — of  those  by  which  reports  were  made — the  time 
when  the  reports  were  received,  and  also  of  those  which  failed  to  report:

In  laying  before  the  Legislature  the  reports  which  have  been  filed  in  this 
office,  1  am  constrained  again  to  express  my  regret  at  the  failure  of  so  many 
companies  to  comply  with  the  law.  This  dereliction  on  their  part,  together 
with  the  fact  that  there  are  no  doubt  railroads  of  more  or  less  importance — 
generally  of  local  interest,  or  confined  almost  exclusively  to  a  special  line  of 
trade — in  operation  in  some  parts  of  the  State,  which  were  unknown  to,  and, 
therefore,  not  addressed  by  this  Department,  causes  the  reports  and  tabular 
statements  based  thereon,  now  communicated,  again  to  fail  in  presenting  a 
full  and  complete  view  of  the  railroad  operations  of  the  Commonwealth.  It 
may  be  that  the  change  which  has  been  introduced  into  the  prescribed  form 
of  the  report  has  prevented  some  companies  from  responding  to  the  cal!  of 
this  Department,  as  it  has,  according  to  their  own  representations,  prevented 
others  from  making  perfect  reports,  because,  as  they  state,  their  books  do  not 
contain  the  requisite  information,  or  have  not  been  kept  with  a  view  to  fur¬ 
nishing  answers  to  the  particular  questions  propounded.  Notwithstanding 
all  these  drawbacks,  I  am  persuaded  that  the  reports  and  tables  now  presented 
supply  a  more  interesting,  better  digested  and  more  valuable  document  than 
any  which  it  has  previously  been  in  the  power  of  this  Department  to  prepare. 
It  is  better  systematized  and  arranged  ;  and  the  information  in  regard  to  each 
separate  road  is  so  grouped  under  distinct  heads  as  to  be  easily  reached  and 
clearly  apprehended.  The  form  is  capable,  no  doubt,  of  much  further  im¬ 
provement,  which  the  engrossing  occupations  of  the  last  season  prevented, 
as  1  was  unable  to  give  to  its  compilation  that  amount  of  thought  and  atten¬ 
tion  which  it  required.  In  another  year  it  maybe  made  much  more  discrimi¬ 
nating  and  satisfactory,  especially  in  regard  to  the  movement  of  the  great 
mineral  wealth  and  manufacturing  and  agricultural  products  of  the  State  over 
the  lines  of-  railroad.  *■ 

In  order  to  give  to  the  document  the  desirable  appearance  of  compactness, 
and  exclude  useless  matter,  as  well  as  with  a  view  to  economy,  I  respectfully 
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suggest  that,  should  the  General  Assembly  think  proper  to  order  the  printing* 
of  the  reports,  all  unanswered  questions  should  be  omitted,  and  only  those 
questions  which  have  been  responded  to  by  the  respective  companies  should 
appear  in  the  printed  pamphlet,

It  is  supposed  he  was  lying  on  the  track  when  the  train  passed  over  him. 

Eli  Myers,  a  son  of  the  proprietor  of  a  switch  at  Cold  Spring  station, 
while  crossing  the  track  to  adjust  a  switch,  on  the  14th  of  October,  either 
fell  or  was  struck  by  the  train,  and  injured  so  seriously  that  he  died  a  day  or 
two  thereafter.

1860. 

December.  A  woman  named  Mrs.  Hunter,  while  lying  on  the  track  near 
Taylorville,  at  a  curve  of  the  road,  was  run  over  by  the  passenger  train,  she 
not  being  seen  by  engineer  until  too  late  to  stop. 

1861. 

February.  A  boy,  named  Phillips,  riding  a  mule,  crossed  the  railroad  tra&k 
at  a  crossing  near  Hyde  Park,  a  moment  ahead  of  a  passenger  train  going  at 
the  rate  of  18  miles  per  hour.  The  mule,  becoming  frightened,  turned  and 
ran  down  the  track  through  a  rock  cut,  where  it  was  immediately  overtaken, 
and,  with  the  rider,  killed  by  the  train. 

June  12.  A  laborer,  named  Langan,  attempted  to  get  on  the  gravel  train 
while  in  motion  near  Lackawanna,  but  falling  between  the  cars,  received  an 
injury  causing  his  death. 

September  30.  M.  M.  Smead,  acting  as  conductor  on  a  freight  train,  while 
standing  on  top  of  a  freight  car  in  day  light,  was  knocked  down  fly  a  bridge, 
while  passing  under,  causing  death. 

October  12.  A  coal  train,  passing  in  front  of  a  mill  in  Pittston,  ran  over 
two  horses,  and  a  boy,  about  ten  years,  named  Sickler.  The  team  was  stand¬ 
ing  in  front  of  the  mill,  with  none  but  the  boy  to  watch  it,  and  becoming 
frightened  by  the  approaching  train,  ran  in  front  of  it  so  suddenly  that  the 
train  could  not  be  stopped,  though  running  at  a  slow  rate  of  speed.

Three  miles  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  15th  May,  an  accident 
occurred  in  consequence  of  the  breaking  of  a  flange  of  a  wheel  on  the  truck 
of  the  engine  Tioga.  The  engine  was  thrown  from  the  track,  and  the  tender 
pressed  hard  upon  the  engine,  striking  the  fireman,  (George  Dickinson,)  who 
was  instantly  killed.  One  passenger  (Mr.  Raymond)  was  slightly  injured, 
receiving  a  bruise  on  one  of  his  legs.  The  engineer  also  received  a  severe 
bruise  on  his  leg.
